FOOTBALL 

Weaver’s  football  record  (4-4-1)  at  first  glance  might  indi¬ 
cate  a  mediocre  season.  However,  considering  that  the  squad  was 
usually  out-weighed  and  always  out-manned,  the  record  takes 
on  greater  significance.  The  "Green  Machine”  thoroughly 
trounced  Hall  and  Pulaski,  and  eked  out  hard-earned  victories 
over  strong  New  London  and  Bulkeley  elevens.  Fitch  proved 
to  be  the  only  team  to  completely  outclass  the  Beavers.  The  re¬ 
maining  three  losses  to  Norwich,  Hartford,  and  New  Britain 
were  by  the  average  score  of  three  points!!!  "Lady  Luck”  turned 
a  deaf  ear  to  the  Weaver  pleas. 

The  offense  was  built  around  the  "Golden  Arm”  of  All-

BASKETBALL 


Under  the  leadership  of  Coach  Scelza,  the  Weaver 
basketball  team  of  1961-62  ended  the  season  with 
an  11-7  won  and  lost  record.  With  this  standing, 
the  Beavers  qualified  for  the  play-off  round  of  the 
CIAC  tournament. 

After  obtaining  a  $-1  record,  the  Beavers  sus¬ 
tained  two  vital  blows  at  the  hands  of  state  powers, 
Hillhouse  and  Norwich.  On  their  next  outing  the 
"Fighting  Five”  were  up-ended  by  a  strong  Bulkeley 
team  43-41.  In  a  losing  cause,  Co-Captain  John 
Lee  netted  22  points. 

On  January  26,  a  fast-breaking  Flartford  Fligh 
quintet  handed  Weaver  another  setback  by  the  score 
of  67-62  with  Co-Captain  Bob  Ricks  leading  the 
Weaver  hoopsters  with  19  points. 

With  four  games  remaining,  the  North  Enders 
needed  three  victories  to  qualify  for  the  CIAC  tour¬ 
nament.  In  a  return  match  with  Bulkeley,  the 
Beavers’  rally  fell  short,  and  the  Green  came  out 
on  the  losing  end. 

While  shooting  a  strong  50%  throughout  the  first 
half,  Weaver  upset  Hartford  in  the  return  duel  by  a 


score  of  66-55  to  strengthen  their  hopes  for  a  chance 
at  the  state  title.  John  Lee  chipped  in  22  points,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Gene  Nelson  with  16. 

To  gain  a  play-off  spot  in  the  tournament,  Weaver 
needed  a  victory  over  New  London  in  the  final 
game  of  the  campaign.  Playing  under  great  pressure 
in  the  first  half,  the  Green  and  White  came  up  with 
a  fine  team  effort  in  the  second  half  to  ward  off 
a  late  rally  and  advance  to  the  play-off  in  the  CIAC 
tournament.  John  Lee  hit  for  17,  followed  by  Nelson 
with  12. 

Next  the  Beavers  traveled  to  Middletown  for  a 
play-off  contest  with  Warren  Harding  of  Bridge¬ 
port.  With  Lee,  Ricks,  and  Timmons  controlling  the 
boards,  Weaver  held  the  lead  for  three  periods. 
Several  bad  breaks  bothered  the  Beavers  throughout 
the  final  period,  and  Harding  turned  the  tide  by  a 
score  of  54-53.
